BY CONFESSION 


Negro, Who no Was 1 
After Watch Stolen From 
Victim Was Pawned, 
Tells of Crimes. 


SAYS ROBBERY 
WAS THE MOTIVE 


In One Case, Man and 
Woman in Auto Were 
Slain, in Another Man 
Was Killed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
~ MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 21.— 


Charles Barr, 23, negro, admitted 
late Saturday night that he was the 
slayer of Mrs. Ruth McElwain 
Tucker, 20; Duncan Walter, 19, 
and W. Obe Spencer, 23, victims of 
Memphis’ puzzling roadside mur- 
ders of 1923. 

The confessions came after 56 
hours of questioning by Detective 
Inspector W. T. Griffin, ‘Lieut. 
Dave Jamison and Sergts. Lee 
Quianthy, Phelan Thompson and 
John Long. 

Barr said that robbery was the 
motive in the three murders and 
denied that he had attacked Mrs. 
Tucker, Other evidence, however, 
indicated that she had been at- 
tacked. 

Jewelry and a 25-caliber auto- 
matic pistol were the clews that led 
to the arrest of Barr.

Spencer on the night of the murder. 

The second was a diamond ring 
which had been taken from Mrs. 
Tucker's finger. The automatic 
pistol, Barr said, had been used to 
commit both murders. 

Ring and Watch Recovered. 

Both the ring and watch were 
recovered by Sergt. Long after they 
had been pawned by Suoda Barr, 
21, the slayer’s wife. The negress 
said that her usband had given 
her both articles just after the 
killing of Spencer. 

Slowly the detectives led him to 
the point of asking whére he got 
Miss Johnson's wrist watch. Previ- 


explanations... Barr said that he 
had taken it from a white woman’s 
arm. 

Barr then described in § detail 
how he had shot and killed Spen- 
cer and dangerously wounded Miss 
Johnson. 

Barr said that on the nights 
of Jan. 7 and May 23, 1923, he had 
borrowed an automobile from a 
friend. The car, he said, he used 
to stalk his prey. The negro said 
that it was between midnight and 1 
o'clock on the morning of Jan. 7, 
when he saw Walter and Mrs. 
Tucker sitting on an embankment 
near their parked car. 

He watched them for several 
minutes and when they entered the 
car he said he crept up behind 
them. Walter was behind the 
steering wheel and Mrs. Tucker be- 
side him. Barr pulled the gun from 
his coat pocket and began firing. 
Walter slumped in the seat. Mrs. 
Tucker began screaming, according 
to the negro's version, and leaped 
from the machine. The negro fired 
one shot at the fleeing woman. 
He clutched her by the arm as she 
reeled from a wound in the back 
of her head and pulled the ring 
from her finger. 

Barr said that ‘Mrs. Tucker 
jerked loose, ran forward a few 
steps and then fell. He denied that 
he had rifled. Walter’s pocket or 
had taken $90 in currency. 

Story of Third Murder. 

His version of the slaying of 
Spencer on May 23 was as follows: 

He saw a darkened car on High- 
land avenue, about 100 yards south 
of the raifroad tracks. He figured 
that it was a good job,” he said. 

Spencer and Miss Johnson heard 
him as he waiked stealthily over 
the gravel road. Barr said he fired 
once through a glass window in 
the coupe to silence them. Spencer 
wag quiet “after that.“ Miss Jotin- 
son continued screaming as he 
walked to the door of the car and 
ordered her to put up her hands. 

Spencer shifted slight! 
said he fired three shots and killed 
Spencer. He claimed that he had 
not intended to hurt the woman. 
Barr said that he ran his hands 
quickly through the dead man's 
pockets. He took about $6 in 
change, and the watch which” 
eventually resuited in his arrest, 
Barr said, he snatched from Miss 
Johnson's wrist as she halt stepped, 
‘half fell from the car. 

Barr related his flight along a 
lonely road as Miss Johnson hur- 
ried to the home of Fritz Faehr- 
mann, a few hundred yards dis- 
tant.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 21.— 
Attorney-General. Barrett today 
made his first defintte move to- 
ward institution of antitrust pro- 
ceedings against oil companies in 
Missouri by requesting the Supreme 
Court to appoint a special commis- 
sioner to take testimony concern- 
ing practices of the Standard Ot] 
Co. of Indiana. The purpose would 
be to determine whether an anti- 
trust suit should be filed against 
the company. 

The Supreme Court granted Bar- 
rett’s pétition and appointed De 
Witt C. Chastain of Butler, Mo., a 
special commissioner. The first 
hearing was set for Aug. 11 in the 
office of Attorney-General] Barrett. 

The action today is not in itself 
a prosecution of the oil compa- 
nies, but a preliminary to the fil- 
ing of antitrust suite. Barrett fol- 
lowed the same procedure before 
filing antitrust suits in 1921 
against the St. Louls Material 
Dealers’ Association, the St. Louis 
Lumbér Trade Exchange and the 
St. Louls Milimeéen’s Association— 
three organizations which were 
charged with restraint of trade in 
the sale of building materials in 
St. Louis. 

The lumbermen were convicted 
and fined $96,000, the Material 
Dealers’ Association case was set- 
tled by the two largest members 
recently. entering pleas of gullty 
and accepting fines totaling 137. 
500, and the millmen’s case ‘s 
pending in Supreme Court. 

Standard Ol First. 

The hearings on alleged prak- 
tices of the Standard On Co. will 
be held first, Barrett said, as that 
company is declared largely to con- 
trol gasoline sales in this territory. 
The hearings wlll extend.to other 
companies later, it was indicated.

Be Under Way. 


MAYOR ASKS THAT 
CITY BE SPARED 


Federal Commander Ad- 
vises Inhabitants to Ap- 
peal to Rebels “to Accept 
Combat in the Open.” 


By the Associated Press. 
BUENOS AIRBS, July 21.—The 


Federal assault against Sao Paulo, 
Brazilian metropolis held by the 
insurrectionists, may have already 
begun, according to indications 
contained in official dispatches 
from. Rio Janeiro. A recent com- 
munique issued by the Government 
referred to an airplane -reconnais- 
sance for “operations that are now 
proceeding.” 

This action will find the rebels 
well prepared, according to un- 
censored dispatches reaching 
Buenos Aires from near the scene 


of the struggle. 4 


With approximately 20.000 well- 
armed and munitioned men, the 
rebels are said to be awaiting with 
confidence an attack by Federal 
forces. It is asserted that the 
rebels hold all strategic points in 
and about the city of Sao Paulo 
and have artillery placed on what 
are known as the English bluffs, 


which command the roads leading 
to the city and from which the 
Portuguese a century ago watched 
for hostile Indians. 

While batches of wounded men 
have been arriving in Santos, ad-

Protests Against Bombardment. 

The Federal command now is 
said to be resolved to undertake 
an attack. The Federals appear to 
have been influenced in their in- 
decision by protests from the for- 
eign Consuls against the bombard- 
ment of Sao Paulo, as well as by 
a petition from the Mayor of the 
city that it be spared from the 
damage of a shelling. 

The Mayor's petition was an- 
swered a few days ago, however, 
by Marshal Carvalho, head of the 
Federal army, who advised the 
people of Sao Paulo to appeal to 
“the enemy who otcupied the city 
to evacuate’it and accept combat in 
the open.“ The Marshal told the 
people that the moral damage 


caused by the resistance of the 


rebels would be more sérious than 
the material damage and that it 
was not possible to guarantee that 
the artillery would not be used in 
case of military necessity. 

The Federal reinforcements that 
have arrived at Santos are declared 
to be insufficiently provisioned and 
ill-equipped for the temperature 
prevailing in the high altitude of 
Sao Paulo. One regiment sent up 
into the hills is reported to have 
refused to remain there and to 
have returned. to Santos, where it 
was assigned to garrison duty. 

La Nacion’s Montevidio corre- 
spondent says he learns from an 
authoritative source that the rebel 
forces number approximately 16,- 
000. These are said to include 
4000 infantry and 1600 cavalry be- 
longing to the Sao Paulo garrison, 
which have been trained by French 
military mission, and also forces 
from nearby municipalities. ‘The 
insurrectionist troops are declared 
to be well-armed and munitioned 
for three months. The revodlution- 
ists, according to the information.

| TO YOUR BOY

ECENTLY I passed in front 
R of two splendid city homes 

before which I felt like flaunt- 
ing the motto, “These places are 
unfair to boys.“ 

Why such ill-will toward per- 
fectly respectable citizens, you ask? 
It is this: These two families have 
each a 15-year-old boy who is 
spending the.summer in idleness. 
It is true that the youths are wear- 
ing the garb of industrials, and 
they tinker a bit daily about the 
car and the garage; but that is the 
extent of their labors. Each aft- 
ernoon they go out driving and 
spend an hour or two at the beach. 
Also, they go oUt considerably at 
night. 


No, 
bad. 


these boys are not at all 
They are not in any sense 
immoral. I believe they are regu- 
lar church’ attendants. But they 
are growing soft and negative at a 
time when they should be season- 
ing their bodies and strengthening 
their wills through rigorous in- 
dustry. | 

There is absolutely no substitute 
for work, a part-time schedule of 
actual employment of the hands 
and muscles, during the critical 
‘teen years. The lack of it means 
a later tendency to shirk duty, to 
give up a difficult project, te be- 
come tired and discouraged with- 
out sufficient cause. 


The many cases of despondency 
which I have examined have 
vealed a weak and devitalized 
physique, low’ muscular develop- 
ment, and a sluggish circulation. A 
persistent regimen of exercise and 
a dit of reorganization. of the 
thought habits will do wonders, I 
find, by way of dispelling the 
blues.” Now, these underworked 
boys are certainly in a course lead- 
ing toward mental misery. They 
will suffer from “tired feeling” 
during the warm season and at the 
time of normal exertion, and they 
will come to believe that the whole 
world is tired and lazy like them- 
selves. 

Work is the remedy. Get your 
boy a job. Menial labor is better 
than idling. Walking behind a team 
in a plow field would be better for 
him than merely pushing on the 
gas with one toe in a high-power 
machine. Pulling weeds in a po- 
tato patch would prove in the long 
run a far better tonic for his soul 
than his present practice of bask- 
ing in the warm sand with a row 
of beach beauties. 

The right amount of work is a 
joy. Part time labor, if balanced 
with play and recreation, imparts 
force and character and qualities 
of mind as nothing else can do. 
For your 15-year-old son to spend 
an entire summer without his share 
of industrial experience amounts 
to an tack on his growing per- 
sonality and an insult to the so- 
ciety of tomorrow. Get him a job 
and geake him stick to it.
